Since then their activities in the 
Dardanelles, at the Black Sea en- 
trance to the Bosphorus and in the 
Black Sea along the Turkish, Asiat- 
ic, the Russian and the Rumanian 
coasts have brought them fame.

How Churches May Save Fuel. 
se the Editor of rhe Post-Dispatch. 

‘I have just received a letter from my 
son, who is going to school at Brookfield 
Center, Conn. In this letter he says that 
the Congregational and Episcopalian 
churches in Brookfield Center have com- 
bined their activities because of the fuel 
shortage and are therefore saving the fuel 
which would otherwise have to be used to 
eat both churches instead of one. 

It seems to me that with the great num- 
ber of churches that we have in St. Louis, 
all denominations, that a great deal of 
fuel could be saved if a great many of 
these churches would close up and send 
their congregation to one or two churches 
of their own denomination. 

I believe that an investigation will show 
that most churches are not by any means 
‘filled during cold weather. By cutting 
_ down the number in use they would be 

crowded, and it waquHi therefore not be 
“neoessary to heat them more than 65 de- 
grees, because a crowd of people wil! fur- 
nish enough heat to make the room com- 
fortable. 

 ~ Another thing that could be done would 
be to hdve more services during the day 
and to have the members of the congre- 
gation advise the pastors at what time of 
day they will come, so that the church 
plant can be fully utilized throughout the 
day and evening. 

If it is decided to cut down the number 
of churches to be maintamed, it mtght be 
worked as follows: 

The congregation of the First Baptist 


the Second Baptist Church, between 8 and 
9 o'clock, and have their own pastor and 
other officers. The congregation of the 
Second Baptist Church could agree to have 
their services between 9 and 10 o'clock 
and have their own pastor and officers. 
The congregation of the Third Baptist 
Church have their services at Second, be- 
tween 10 and 11 o’cloek, and have thefr 
pastor and officers, and so on throughout 
the whole membefship of the Baptist 
churches in St. Louls. The same would 
hold true of the other denominations. The 
largest church which each of them possess 
should be the one designated for the cen- 
tral meeting place of all of them. 

The weekly activities could be dispensed

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WAR HARDSHIPS OF UTILITIES. | 

In denying the application of a small trolley 
company for permission to increase its fare from 
5 to 7 cents, Public Service Commissioner Whit- 
ney of New York directs attention to the burden 
placed on some utilities by onerous franchise con- 
ditions and taxes of many descriptions. 

He found that, leaving out certain regular tax 
obligations, but including amortizing payments 
for returning to the stockholders the amount of 
their investment by the date of the franchise’s ex- 
nearly 25 per cent of the corporate in- 
come of this short line was absorbed in special 
requirements, having no relation to operating ex- 
pense. The Commissioner suggests some form of 
public intervention to prevent excessive hard- 
ship on utilities during the period of. war strain 
due to high costs and Federal taxation. Tempo- 
rary public operation or a public guarantee of 
fair dividends to stockholders, after the analogy 
of the proposed guarantee to steam roads, are 
among the possible steps he specifies. 
Doubtless because of its unusual adverse show- 
ing, this company had been selected to lead in 
the fight for higher fares in the hope of setting 
a precedent of advantage to utilities paying a 
very much less percegtage of earnings in franchise 
and other public obligations. The important point 
lis that, despite its distressing financial burdens, 
the fare increase was flatly refused and the com- 
pany held to its agreement as to the cost of rides. 
Mayor Mitchell, just before his retirement from 
office, laid down a principle that should have 
consideration in all these attempts to raise the 
prices received by utilities for service.

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How Many Hairs on 
Your Head? 


N his book on “Baldnéss, Its 
| Causes, Treatment and Preven- 
3 tion” (EB. P. Dutton & Co.), Dr, 
Richard W. Muller, who has spent 
his life in the study of the hair and 
is familiar with all that has been 
discovered about it in this and Eu- 
ropean countries, says that the aver- 
age number of hairs to the square 
inch on the human scalp is about 
1000, but varies with the color and 
characteristics of the hair. 

As a rule, the finer the hairs the 
thicker they cover the head,, the 
number of the whole scalpe ranging 
from 80,000 to 150,000, with about 
120,000 as the average. Red hair, 
however, is generally less thick in its 
growth than other colors, often fall- 
ing as low as 35,000 for the whole 
scalp. Brown hair runs about 106,- 
000 and very blond hair ab6éut 150,- 
000 for the whole head. 

Each hair, he says, has its own 
length of life, which varies for the 
individual hairs according to condi- 
tioning circumstances which science 
has not. yet determined. The life of 
the scalp hair varies from one to six 
years, while the lifetime of the eye- 
lash is said to be 130 days. The rate 
of growth in the hair of a young and 
healthy scalp is about. three-fourths 
of an inch a month. . 

Hair absorbs moisture and is so 
elastic that it can be stretched from 
one-fifth to one-third of its normal 
length. These two facts explain the 
reasons for the greater curliness of 
hair in a damp atmosphere, for the 
absorbed moisture lengthens the hair.

| EMPEROR WILLIAM ALWAYS 
TRAVELS IN AN ARMORED TRAIN 


E train of Emperor William 

I has seven partly armored cars 

and a locomotive designed to 
withstand even bomb and shell at- 
tacks. Everything that makes for 
efficiency is provided, including a li- 
brary car, on the walls of which hang 
hundreds of military maps, notes the 
Railway Age Gazette. 

The special train that the Czar of 
Russia used to travel in with its 12 
cars providing apartments for the 
Czar, his suite and guard, a real Rus- 
sian bath, kitchens, a chapel and ail 
the comforts of a palace, was for- 
merly the most elaborate owned by 
any Buropean ruler. 


The train of the President of the 
French republic, although not the 
most luxurious of the official trains 
of Europe, has perhaps the most in- 
teresting history of them all. It has 
figured in more important political 
events than any of the others, and 
has carried at some time nearly all 
of the great men of the world, 

President Faure ordered the train 
hurriedly bullt in the autumn of 1896 
for the purpose of carrying to Paris 
the Czar of Russia, whose visit at 
that time cemented the alliance be- 
tween France and Russia, The whole 
train was built in 13 days. So hastily 
was the private personal car bullt

occur to anyone that the Czar might 
wish to take a bath. So the reof of 
the car was promptly cut open \and 
@ space made large enough to allow 
the lowering of a huge silver bath 
tub into a corner of the car. The 
tub is there after all these years, and 
so is the patch in the car roof. The 
train has its own special shed at 
Villeneuve St. Georges, some miles 
out of Paris. 

One of its most important trips 
since the war began occurred in Or- 
tober, 1915, when it conveyed the 
King of England to the French front, 
where he reviewed, in company with 
President Poincare, 60,000 of the 
troops that had taken part in the 
battle of Champagne. 

Unlike the imperial trains, the 
French President’s train is not ar- 
mored and it has no protection what- 
ever against bullets and shells. It 
was built at a time when no one 
thought that necessary. The four 
cars are elaborately upholstered in 
red and yellow silk velvets and are 
of wood.

The two most popular games are

The paraphernalia used in “Crown 
and Anchor” consists of a piece of 
canvas two feet by three feet. This 
is divided into six equal squares. In 
these squares are painted a ciub, dia- 
mond, heart, spade, crown, and an 
anchor, one device to a square. There 
are three dice used, each dice marked 
the same as the canvas. The banker 
sets up his gambling outfit in the 
corner of a billet and starta bally- 
hooing until a crowd of Tommies 
gather around; then the ‘game starts. 

The Tommies place bets on the 
squares, the crown or anchor boing 
played the most. The banker then 
rolis his three dice and collects or 
pays out as the case may be. If you 
play the crown and one shows up on 
the dice, you get even money, if two 
show up you receive two to one, and 
if three, three to one. If the crown 
does not appear and you have bet on 
it you lose, and so on. The percent- 
age for the banker is large if every 
square is played, but if the crcwd is 
partial to, say two squares, he has to 
trust to luck.

disorders, is the statement made, by 

Maj. Pearce Bailey to a writer for 

Good Housekeeping. 

“Men who had been found guilty 

of cowardice or desertion in war 

time were formerly shot or impris- 

oned,” he said. “But today we know 

they are sick men and treat them 
accordingly. Fear has a physical 

basis. It is to deal with such cases 

which will develop at the front that 

each base hospital which goes 

abroad with our troops will be 

equipped with a neuropsychopathic 

unit. Here men who are suffering 

nervously and mentally will. be given 

sedative baths and psychological 

treatment. Women nurses are espe- 
cially suited. to administer such 
treatment. They do better work 
here than men. 

“There are some men who, while 
apparen physically strong, will 
never make soldiers because of men- 
tal instability. Others are unfit be- . 
cause of nervous disorders which de- 
velop under strain. What to do with 
men who are nervously and mentally 
disabled is one of the biggest prob- 
lems in Europe today. The extent 
of these disabilities is almost beyond 
belief. We hope to meet the prablem 
in the United States Army by weed- 
ing out such men while they are still 
in the training camps. Already phy- 
sicilans connected with neuro- 
psychopathic units are examining re- 
cruits. There are those whose weak- 
ness is easily detected—the epileptic, 
the alcoholic, the insane, the feeble- 
minded, but there are others whose 
disability is only apparent to an ex- 
pert. They can not stand strain, they 
become hysterical and entirely un- 
strung. Such men cannot be depend- 
ed upon, They weaken the morale of 
an army. They should not attempt 
to be soldiers, though they may be 
very useful citizens in civil life. We 
are sending such men home from the 
trainitig camps.” ;

grams from Quinn. They are. under-

When Philip B. Fouke, president 
of the company, acting as auction- 
eer, let his gavel fall, a huge Amer- 
ican flag was unfurled and unrolled 
behind him. This was the signal 
for a patriotic demonstration which 
lasted several minutes. The room 
was decorated with flags of all the 
allied countries. 

Attending the sale are buyers from 
France, Russia, England, Australia, 
Canada and Manchuria. 

Buyers sit at desks ranged in front 
of the auctioneer’s stand and bid by 
raising their hands. Each has a cata- 
logue showing the numbers and 
designations of the. various lots to be 
sold. It is designated in the catalogue 
that the raising of the hand shal! 
mean an increased bid of a certain 
amount for the specified lot... This 
greatly facilitates the bidding and 
makes it noiseless. Clerks keep 
track of the bids. 

It is expected that more than §3,- 
000,000 worth of furs will be sold 
in the five days. The first offering 
today was a lot of 1000 dressed and 
dyed Japanese sealskins to be sold 
for the Japaneses Government. These 
brought $38,000. 

One of the large sales was 312 
blue fox skins, sold for the Uniteé 
States Government for $30,000. 
Other sales were 270 small Alaska
